NEW-YORK, January 4. 
A friendly correfpondent has favoured us with 
a file of the “Gazette National,” printed at 
Puris, to the 2oth of October ip clufive—tecciv- 
ed by the Huntrefs, from Bourdeaux, arrived 
laft week. This is fix days later than any 
printed Parifian intelli,ence, via England. 
We haften to tranflate the moft importaut arti- 
cles from then—as follow: 
STRASBOURG, 17 Vendemaire. 
We at this moment have received the moft 
pleating intelligence from the army of Moreau. 
On the roth and irth, the enemy have been meft 
completely beaten. It was on Gen, Latour the 
principal advantage was obtained. The firlt 
meflenger who was difpatched with that impor- 
tant news, was affatiinated on his way, wiiich 
is the caufe that it did not reach us feoncr.

HAVKRE-DE-GRACE, Ven. ro. 
By a letter from the Commiflary of the French 
government, in England, we learn, that both 
govermiaents have at laft agreed to the articles 
relating te a general exchange of prifoners on 
both fides, which is to take place very thortly. 
A letter from General Moreau, dated OF. 5. 
After defcribing th« long marches, fays: 
“« Thus, an army of which the encmy boafted 
he wonld certainly make prifoners, now threat- 
ens him with an attack, and returns to cover 
the frontiers, after a march of 100 leagues with- 
out the leaft lofs ; during which they toek from 
the enemy 18 pieces of canuon, a pair of colours, 
and nearly 7,000 prifoners, amongit which there 
are 80 officers.” 
FRANKFORT, O€tober 22. 
Under this date a confirmation is given, that 
General Moreau on his retreat attacked the Im- 
rial General Petrafch, and repulfed him with 
the lof; of from 1g00 io 2000 men, and that he 
had beén confiderably reinforced. 
VIENNA, O&ober 29. 
Under this date mention is made of the arrival 
of a Meffenger from the French DireCtory, with 
difpatches to that Court: The contents are not 
ftated ; but they are particular in defcribing the 
drefs, &c. of the Meffenger 5 that he had been 
taken ill after his arrival; and that in confequence 
‘of which, confiderable attention was paid to 
him—{This looks pacific.] 
An article dated Leibfic, O€tober 22, fays— 
“Rumours of a peace between the Emperor 
and the French Republic, grows daily flronger: 
and en good grounds it is fuppofed that the Ca- 
binet of Berlinis very initrumental in the bufi- 
nefs.”” 
The armiftice between the Pope and the 
French Republic was about being broken by the 
former. He had addreffed letters to the differ- 
ent powers of Europeon the fubject. The cafe

RITTENHOUSE, late Prefident of the Ame- 
rican Philofophical Society, delivered before 
the Society on the 17th of December lafi, by 
Dottor Benjamin Rufh.} 


*“ON the 26th of June, of the prefent year, 
thelong expected meffenger of death, difclofed 
his commifiion. In his Jatt illnefs, which was 
acute, and thort, he retained the ufual patience 
and benevolence of his temper. Upon being 
told that fome of his friends had called at his 
door to inguire how he was; he afked why they 
were not invited into his chamber to fee him. 
“« Pecaufe (faid his wife) you are teo weak ta 
fpcuk to them.” ‘* Yes (faid he) that is 

_trne, but I could ftill have fqueezed their 
hands.”—Thus with a heart overflowing with 
love to his family, friends, country, andto the 

whole world, he peacefully refigned his fpirit 
into the hands of hisGod. Let the day of his 
death be recorded in the annals of our fociety, 








and Jet its annual return be marked by fome 
public ag, which thall charadtcrife his fervices 
and our grief, and thereby animate us and our 
fucceffors, to imitate his illuftrious example ! 

It has been the fafhion of late years, to fay 
of perfons who had been diftinguifhed in life, 
when they left the world in a ttate of indiffer+ 


| ence to every. thing, and believing, and hoping 


in nothing, that they died like philofophers.— 
Very different was the latter end of our excel- 
lent prefident. He died like a chriftian, inte- 
refted in the welfare of all around him—believ- 
ing in the refurrection, and the life to come, and 
hoping for happinefs from every attribute of the 
Deity. 

Agreeably te his requeft, his body was inter- 
red in his obfervatory near his dwelling houfe, in 
the prefence of a numerous concourfe of his fel- 
low-citizens. It was natural for him in the 
near profpect of appearing in the prefence of his 
Maker, to feel an attachment to that fpot in 
which he had cultivated a knowledge of his per- 
fections, and held communien with him through 
the medium of his works. Hereafter it thali be- 
come one of the objects of curiofity in our eity. 
Thither thal! the philofophers of future ages re- 
fort to do homage te his tomb, and children yet 
unborn, fhall point to the dome which covers it, 
and exultingly fay, ‘* there lies our Rittenhoufe. 

Letus my refpected coiieagues, repair for a 
few minutes to that awful "fpot.—In entering it, 
—we behold the telefcope, dear inftrument of 
his difcoveries, turned npon its axis, and point- 
ed to the earth, which has clofed its mafter’s 
eyes. —How artlefs—the infcription upon his 
tombftene!—It contains nothing but his name, 
and the fimple record of the days and years of 


his birth and death.—Very different would have, 


been the monument of his worth and fame, had 
net the gratitude and affection of his friends 
been controled by his dying requeft. His ‘ead 
would have reclined in marble, upon the lap of 
religion. At his feet, fcience would have fat— 
bathed in tears; while the genius of republican 
liberty, in the figure of a venerable hermit, 
bending over his grave, would have deplored 
the lofs of his favorite fon.—Alas !—too—tvoo 
foon has our beloved prefident been torn frem 
the chair of our fociety! Too.foon has he laid 
afide his robes of office, and ceafed to minifter 
for us day and night at the altar of fcience |— 
Ah!—who now will elevate his telefcope, and 
again direct it towards yonder heavens? Who 
now will obterve the tranfit of the planets? 
Who now will awaken our nation to view the 
tracklefs and ftupendows comet? Who now will 
meafure the courfes of our rivers, in order to 
convey their ftreams into our city, for the pur- 
pofes of health and commerce? Nature is 
dumb ; for the voice of her chief interpreter 
is hafhed in death.—In this hour of our bereave- 
ment, to whom fhall we look ?—but to thee Fa- 
ther of life aud light: —thou author of great 
and good gifts to man. O! let not thy San, 
thy Moon, and thy Stars now fhine unobferved 
among us! may the genius of our departed pre- 
fident, like the mantle of thy prophet of old, 
defcend npon fome member of our fociety, who 
fhall, as he did, explain to us the myfteries of 
thy works, and lead us ftep by ftep, to thy/elf, 
the great overflowing fountain of wifdom, good- 
nefs and mercy, to the children of men!
